When a GCefendant is committ- 
ed to jail a criminal con- 
tempt, it must be for a definite 
term. Moreover, statutes setting 
terms of imprison- 
ment for criminal contempt are 
common. But a commitment for 
civil contempt need set no time 
limit other than that the prison- 
er shall free upon compli-
